And first of all the family and fanifly 
life must be reconstructed on Chris- 
tian principles. The family still re- 
mains the fundamental unit of society. 
There are great evils undermining 
the stability of family life, disinte- 
grating forces which threaten its ex- 
istence. "We have become accustomed 
to speak of the “national evil of di- 
voree.” Divorce is an evil, no matter 
how some sociologists try to gloss over 
and defend the practice. Unprejud- 
iced observers now admit this fact. 
Thus, Dr. Charlies F. Thwing, presi- 
dent emeritus of Western Reserve 
University, after an analysis of the 
causes leading to the break-up of the 
family, upholds from a new standpoint 
the Catholic teachings that marriage 


is a sacrament and essentially indis-| 


soluble. 

Another dreadful menace to a 
wholesome family life is the practice 
of “birth control” or race suicide. The 
evil is all the greater on account of 
the specious argumentation skillfully 
employed by those who look upon the 
malpractice as conducive to the wel- 
fare of society. The wild craze for 
pleasure and for finding amusement 
outside the home is another inroad 
upon the stability of the family 
Where each member of the family 
goes his own way for recreation and 
social pastime, the family spirit suf- 
fers harm.

The prime object of the State is to 
protect the bonuwm commune, as the 
great theologians of the Middle Ages 
expressed it, that is, the common wel- 
fare. But the State must not usurp 
the place and office of the individual 
and take away the rights that belong 
to him. It cannot deprive its citizens 
of the right to give their children a 
Christian, that is, a religious educa- 
tion.

The waiting 
lists disappeared in the city schools 
and many places were filled by sub- 
stitutes of inadequate training. 
“Governor Smith not only signed 
this bill, but he gave it his cordial 
support in advance, unpopular as this 
policy was thought to be at the time. 
He indicated his intention to veto any 
|measure that did not adequately meet 
ithe need. The State had been appro- 
| priating yearly some $6,000,000. The 
ibill which he signed increased the 
lamount by $22,500,000, so that the 
total amount contributed by the State 
‘toward teachers’ salaries has been 
jannually since then about $30,000,000.

How can people receive the 
Sacraments and refuse to pay 
their just debts? 


If one in debt can fulfill his 
obligation and refuses to do so, 
thereby working a grave injus- 
tice on his neighbor, there is no 
doubt ‘that he is receiving the 
‘Sacraments unworthily. In order 
to receive the Sacrament of Pen- 
ance worthily, the sinner must 
have a firm purpose of amend- 
ment. The one, who is in debt 
and who remains in. debt 
through his own fault, is not 
showing a disposition to change 
his heart. He is continuing in 
the proximiate dccasion of sin. 

The nature of Confession re- 
quires that one use every means 
to avoid the repetition of sin. 
This firm purpose of amendment 
is lacking ordinarily in the heart | 
‘ef him who would defraud his | 
‘neighbor of his own property. 

We should be slow to form 
judgment and slower still to 
speak a word of criticism about 
the faults of our neighbor for 
often times we cannot form a 
correct judgment either due to 
prejudice or a lack of proper 
knowledge of the facts of the 
case; this observation is true, 
particularly when considering 
the manner in which our neigh- 
bors meet their financial obliga- 
tions.
